RAILWAY RELIEF ASSOCIATIONS. 


Points on How They Are Conducted and 


TTbat Is Claimed for Them. 


Seeing as we do the many linos in the conn- 


try grouped into lai ge systems, whose owner- 
ship will no doubt remain stable in years to 
como, permanence of employment and stabil- 
ity of position is easy to be guaranteed, and 
the corporations can now better secure their 
own rights and strengthen themselves against 
the encroachments of the public by drawing 
their employes more closely to them, showing 
that paternal care and sohcitnda for them 
which tend to establish good feeling and com- 
munity of interest 


Relief associations under the guidance or 


the companies will do this. They are flour 
ishingon the Baltimore and Ohio and the 
Pennsylvania railroads. The organizations 
on these roads may be taken as the type of 
what other companies should do. On the 
former, the scheme originated with the elder 
Garrett nearly ten years ago. At its organi- 
zation 
all employes could join without 


regard to age. After o short period those 
over 45 years and those who could not pass 
a medical examination were not allowed to 
join. All persons employed regularly by the 
company are required to pass a medical ex- 
amination, must be under 45 years of age, 
and must join the relief association. Thus 
it will be seen that nearly all their employe? 
aio members. The compukors feature loolf 
to an outsider like a hardship but the obli- 
gation is on him only who saeks employment 


The employes are divided into two classes- 


hazardous and non hazardous, and these two 
classes are divided into five others, who pay 
into a fund certain toed sums each month, 
according to the amonnt of wages regularly 
received. Benefits are paid in weekly mdem 
t i ties in cases of sickness and disablements 
n i J a gross sum to the beneficiary when death 
occurs. They vary according to tho amount 
contributed. Free medical and surgical at- 
tendance is given, hospitals nro established 
physicians aro appointed at convenient points 
on the line. The company has contributed 
$100,000, the mteiest on which at 6 per cent 
goes into tho fund yearly 
It also puts S25, 


COO per year into a superannuation fund 
A 


building loan association has also been 
formed, which has become quite popular 


There are many other liberal features, of 


which limited space will not permit an enu- 
meration. 
The Pennsylvania Railroad company has 


also adopted a system of relief similar to that 
of the Baltimore and Ohio, but not so exten- 
sive It is entirely voluntary, and numbers 
over 20,000 
It rapidly increases in popular- 


ity as its benefits become more oppi eclated 


In both companies tho employes are rapid 


]y leaving the local benevolent associations, 
they find they can insure themselves with the 
aid of o solvent and pern erful company for 
much less money than in the thousand and 
one local lodges whose solvency depends on 
the honesty of a secretary or a treasurer 


Other systems of. relief, but to a minor ex- 


tent, have been adopted by railway compa- 
nies—notably free hospital service for the 
sick and disabled upon the Santa Pe and Mis- 
souri Pacific, all of wh ch materially lessen 
the number of claims for damages and sub- 
sequent costly trials and judgments in the 
courts —L O Goddard in The Century

The experimenter relates his ex 
perience in the follo-ning language "My 
plan is not to count lapidlj, but to coll off 
mentally one figure with every expiration of 
breath. A person ia good health counts at 
that rate about twenty a minute. Before 
reaching 25 in this scale, he must count for 
about sixteen minutes, as the series mounts 
up to 325 counted straight ahead. But 1 
have found one decided advantage over 
counting m regular order 
That can be done 


mechanically, without any mental activity 
whatever.

England. He next supported Mis* Mar- 
riott, who is remembered here for her 
clever impersonations of mala characters, 
and later on be supported the Knights ia 
their toar through the British pto»inc«. 


In 1874 Mr. Mantell first vis;ted America, 


intending to join the Boston Museum 
forces, but failing to secure a f.ivorable 
opening he retu rned to England, where he 
remained for a time creating special parts 
in new plays and playing leads for many 
of tho bright lights of the English stage, 
fn 1878 he revisited thU country as the 
jnvuoile man of the Modjeska company 
and attracted some attention at the time 
by his quiet and forcible acting.
